Fire crews gain upper hand in Oregon 


• PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — Despite inadequate 
manpower and equipment, firefighters nearly con- 
tained most of Oregon's wildfires Sunday, easing 
the threat to a 1,000-rcsident subdivision nnd a re- 
mote village, officials said. 

• Nearly 45,000 acres of timber and rangelands 
'have been bumedin the state since a series of fires 
1 was sparked by dry-lightning storms Tuesday. 

' 1 "We_TecLprcLLy_good today — things have pro- 
gressed pretty yyel I," said Ron DeHart, spokesman 
Tor the Washington-Oregon. Multiagency Coordina- 
tion Center iri~P6rlland. "We just hope the weather 
doesn't bring us some more storms and lightning."

- Bourccs have been 'spread thin in Oregon, DeHart 


"Considering firefighters and equipment have 
been at a premium since the early part of the week, 
because, of the heavy demands in Yellowstone and 
other places, we've just had to hold on,” DeHart 
said. 

A total or 3,030 firefighters and support staff 
were focusing on eight, major fires in southern and 
northeastern Oregon, including: * 

•The state’s largest, the Ttepee Butte fire, had 
burned 30,000 acres of Limber and grass and re- 
mained out of control in the remote northeast. 

•The Troy and Ward Canyon fires, which had 
burned a total of 7,700 acres, no longer were 
thre atening the Oregon villa ge of Troy . 

•The Walker Mountain "firiThnd blackened 1.950

WASHINGTON — A growing num- 
ber of school reformers have some- 
thing in common with such world 
leaders as Mikhail S. Gorbachev,

Their answer for failed public en- 
terprise is to stop throwing more 
money at it, and introduce competi- 
tive market forces. 

In public os well as private sectors, 
there is no substitute for a market to 
distribute goods and services efficient- 

jy- 

Just os the Soviet Union, Chinn 
nna Britain are applying principles of 
free enterprise to state-owned con- 
cerns, more and more educators - . : 
—not to mention parents and students - 
— think that America’s public schools 
could use a dose of the same medicine. 

The issue is straightforward: To- 
day’s schools are admirably suited to 
the past; they will not prepare us for 
our high-tech future. 

For more than 150 years American 
schools have been monopolies; stu- 
dent assignment is based on geogra- 
phy. That’s what "neighborhood” 
schools ore all about' ' 

. If you live in a “good” neighborhood 
you may have “good” schools. If you 
live in a bad neighborhood you’re al- 
most certain to have bad schools. If 
you’re black or Latino and poor, odds. 
— ore-tlint-yourechools-arfr third-rate, 


cal school; top-down management is 
now a thoroughly discredited practice. 

Finally, our schobls are organized 
around the agrarian calendar of the 
. late 19th century. In important re- 
spects U.S. public schools are about as 
exciting and productive as a Soviet 
collective farm.

That also means freedom from ex- 
cessive regulatory control at the state

to meet them. 

That is exactly what the best com- 
panies do, because it works: hire 
smart people, set goals.'flstnblish In: — 


centives, measure performance, re- 
ward success. 

■ Restructuring of this kind — re- 
quiring public schools to compete with 
one another — will transform public 
education. Three powerfully impor- 
tant consequences will follow: teach- 
ers will become, for the first time, pro- 
fessionals; students, across the board, 
will learn more and leamjbetter, and 
successful racial integration' will be- 
come a reality. 

If you doubt it, look at higher edu-' 
cation. A “market” is already well es- 
tablished among our colleges and uni- 
versities and they arc the en vy of the 
world.

Com- 
petitive pressure holds them to high 
standards and they meet them. And 
college and university professors are

Symms says what he thinks, regardless of consequences 


iJUibfc — in lb years in Washington, ne- . 
publican Sen. Steve Symms has generated a 
lot of headlines with his penchant for shoot- 
fn'mi-the-hip remarks. 

Many politicians have fallen victim to what 
is commonly known as “hoof-in-mouth" dis- 
ease — saying something they later regret. 

For Symms, it may be more a matter of say- 
ing what he thinks — regardless of conse- 
quence. 

Symms ran for Congress in 1972 as a 34- 
yenr-old businessman and fruit grower with o 
gimmick. He rode the campaign trail munch- 
ing apples and promising to “take a bite out of 
Washington." 

lie was a reporter’s delight. He’d come up 
with the most outrageous remarks, the ones 
that make good headlines but that most politi- 
cians avoid for fear of offending someone. 

Many of Symms’ controversial remarks 
were related to his anti-communism, a sort of 
“(hem or us” approach toward the world strug- 
gle for domination. 

That's caused Symms to come out with some 
qur$? remarks that he later mjiy have ^gree- 



ted, such ns during the Chernobyl nuclear di- 
saster. ' ^ 

“Too bad it didn’t happen closer to Moscow,’ 
- was Symms' ofihond remark, although he 
later issued a “clarification." ~ 

He stirred the ire of the Michael Dukakis 
cumpaign staff this past week by tellings 
Blackfoot radio station he had hoard-rumors, 
admitting he had no substantiation for them, 
that Kitty Dukakis, wife of the presidential 
tcandidate, once had been photographed burn- 
ing an American flag in an anti-war protest. 

On a radio talk show at Boise later in the 
week, callers took Symms to task for circulat- 
ing unfounded rumors. One man said that was 
about the same as the stories that have circu- 
lated in past election campaigns that Symms 
was dtunk during an irqportant U.S. Senate 


-debate, andthat he was speculating in silver 
futures at the some time he was pushing legis- 
lation impacting the price of silver. 

“What’s good for the goose is good for the 
gander," was his reply. 

His offhand remarks haven’t been confined 
to the Russians. 

In 1985, after Bishop Desmond Tutu won 
the 1984 Nobel peace prize, Symms repeated 
Jerry Fulwell’s remark that Tutu was "a 
phony" for attempting to speak for nil black 
Africans - after Falwell publicly withdrew 

and apologized for the remark. 

Symms also was quoted as saying the race 
segregation policy of apartheid has been effec- 
tively eliminated in South Africa and that 
blacks were relative newcomers to that nation. 

In the latest incident, four visiting Soviet 
women said they were insulted when Symms 
used n formal luncheon to blast the Soviet way 
of life. Callers to the Boise radio talk show a 
couple of days later also said they thought the 
Symms remarks were out of place nt up event 
welcoming visitors to the .state. 

But Symms repeated his oft-quoted feelings 


that the Russian way of life is inferior to the 
American, and if the Russian women had a 
chance, they’d probably prefer our lifestyle to 
theirs.

Symms won election to Congress from Ida- 
ho’s 1st District rather handily in 1972, 1974, 
1976 and 1978. In 1980 he took on top Demo- 
crat Frank Church, untouchable in nearly a 
quarter-century > n the Senate. 

There were few shoot-from-the-hip remarks 
from Symms in that campaign. He gave more 
general answers to most questions, and 
avoided much — but not all — of the contro- 
versy from previous years. 


He won, and won again six years later over 
another top Democrat, 10-year governor John 
Evans. 

Symms’ next election isn’t for four years, 
but he’s been working at a pace more common 
to a senator fighting for his political life. 

For several weeks, Symms held twice- 
weekly news conferences from Washington 
with theJdaho media. . 

Reporters wondered if Symjms was launch- 
ing!! is. re-election bid four years early. But- 
Symms 3oid he was only using the facilities 
available to keep in touch with his home sta(e. 

There were rumors earlier in the summer 
that Symms was “burned out" by his 16years 
in Washington and by marital problems and 
.that the current term might be his last. 

But like his Senate colleague, Republican 
James McClure, if he plans to get out, there’s 
no sign of it. Symms is continuing to do - and 
say — the things he’s always done and said.

3 groups ask that 
wheat subsidies stop 



- WASHINGTON (AP) — Three 
consumer groups said Sunday 
they have asked the Agriculture 
‘ Department to stop subsidizing 
wheat sales to foreign .countric^, 
including the Soviet Union and 
.China, to avoid depleting 
droug ht-d amaged domestic sup- 
plies. 

In n letter to Agriculture Secre- 
tary Richard E. Lyng, the three, 
groups said ihnt continuing 
wheat export subsidies under the 
government's Export Enhance- 
ment Program "may further jeop- 
ardize the supply of this essen- 
tial food grain” and push food 
prices even higher. 

The letter was signed by repre- 
sentatives of the Consumers 
Union, Community Nutrition In- 
stitute and the Consumer Fedcr- 
• ntion of America, all-based here. — 
Drought hns reduced U.S. crop 
production shnrply this year, in- 
cluding wheat, and has eaten 
deeply into reserve stockpiles.

Lyng they were concerned "obout 
the reports that you are subsidiz- 
ing. flour exports." They cited an 
Aug. 17 subsidy of between $93 
and $103 n ton Tor a 198,000-ton 
shipment of flour to Egypt,, n to- 
tal subsidy of about $20 million. 

"It is hard to justify any sub- 
sidy on grain, but there is no eco- 
nomic justification for subsidiz- 
ing U.S. milling companies whnt- 
-socuor^-lhoy-said. 

Under the Export Enhance- 
ment Program or EEP, private 
companies arc given free surplus . 
commodities owned by the gov- 
ernment to compensate them for 
selling, designated products — 
wheat npd other items — to se- 
lected foreign countries at' re- 
duced prices.

Just as the Soviet Union, China . 
and Britain are applying principles of 
free enterprise to state-owned con- 
cerns, more and more educators — 
iiot to mention parents and students 
—think that Americd’s public schools- 
, could use a dose of the some medicine. 

The issue is straightforward: To- 
day’s schools are admirably suited to 
the past; they willliot prepare us for 
our high-tech future. > < 

For more than 160 years American 
schools have been monopolies; stu- 
dent assignment is based on geogra- 
phy. That’s what “neighborhood” 
^schools are all about 

If you live in a “good" neighborhood 
you may have “good” schools. If you 
live in 0 bnd neighborhood you’re al- 
most certain to have bad schools. If 
you’re black or Latino and poor, odds . 
are that your schools are third-rate. 
Im proving the schools, however, is not 

• ~o mhtterof altrulsroorphllanthropy ; 

it is a survival issue. 

The economy of the future — not to 
mention modem democracy — cannot' 
tolerate “bad" schools for poor chil- 
dren. We can’t compete in a global 
economy without a world-class work 
force; that means world-class schools 

• — for cveryont.’ 

In addition tp being monopolies, our 
_ public schools are organized like fac- 
" lories with a hierarchical, command- 
control management style that would 
be the envy of most Soviet commis- 
sars. 

In all but our most antiquated 
-firms, -this practice has disappeared.- - 
Certainly, no high-tech firm could 
long endure if it were run like a typi- 


cal school; top-down management is 
now a thoroughly discredited practice. 

Finally, our scboolaaro organized 
around the agrarian calendar qf the 
late 19th century. In important re- 
spects U.S: public schools are about as 
• exciting and productive as a Soviet 
collective farm. Teachers have few in- 
centives to produce; that so many . 
teachers do is a tribute to their perse- 
verance, because the system is not de- 
, -signed to encourage or reinforce them. 

- The public at large is in a fix os 
well; if school problems surface they 
can complain to the school board or 

- vote down the next tax increase, but— 
that is the practical limit to their pow- 


Think what it would mean, howev- 
er,. if schools systems were restruc- 
tured using a “public sector market.” 
Instead of neighborhood assign- 
ment, imagine a public system allow- 
ing a fomilyiblelect a school based ' 
on its academic and extracurricular 
offerings; imagine a school system 
where teachers selected the school in 
which they would tench as well. 

Put simply, would you rather chose 
a school or rely on bureaucratic as- 
signment? The most recent Gallup 
poll on education indicates that an 
overwhelming majority of Americans 


and art, math and science, the hu- 
■ inanities, for example — and they at- 
. tract (or faiLto attract) students based 
on their "character." In most respects 
they look like private schools, but 
they ore in the public sector. 

Instead of “supply side" education, 
in which the system is run for the con- 
venience 1 of the bureaucrats, a public- 
sector market enshrines the concept 
of consumer sovereignty. 

But if a school has to “cam its 
way," in the same way a business 
does, it must be free to organize itself 
as it sees fit. That means the freedom 
to spend its “income," to hire and even 
fire teachers and other staff, to design 
a curriculum that will attract and 
hold students and generally to behave 

-in an autonomous and independent 

manner. 

That also means freedom fr6m ex- 
cessive regulatory control at the state 
level; the state should set broad policy 
goals, require performance standards 
and lea ve schools to their own devices 
to meet them. 

That is exactly what the best com- 
panies do, because it works: hire 
smart people, set goals, establish in- 


centives, measure performance, re- 
ward success. . _ . 

Restructuring of this kind - re- 
quiring public schools to compete with 
one another — will transform public 
education. Three powerfully impor- 
tant consequences will follow: teach- 
ers will become, for the first time, pro- 
fessionals; students, across the board, 
will learn more and learn better, and 
successful racial integration will be- 
come a reality. 

Ifyou doubt it, look at higher edu- 
cation. A "market" is already well es- 
tablished among our colleges and uni- 
versities and they are the envy of the 
world. 

They are independent, vigorous in- 
•Mitutions that produce or fo ld. C om-' 
~petitive pressure holds them to High - 
standards and they meet them. And 
college and university professors are 
universally recognized as profession- 
als, because they have the autonomy 
- and the responsibility - to exer- 
cise professional judgment. 

Naysayers will argue that elemen- 
tary and secondary schools arc differ- 
ent, that the same standards 
shouldn’t apply. Colleges and univer- 


sities arc voluntary, they point out. 
They’re right. So should elementary 
and secondary school be voluntary. 
Compulsory abundance as a general 
requirement may be all right, but not 
as a specific requirement of a particu- 
lar building. 

Another important reason for pub- 
lic-sector markets today is the budget 
blues that affect many state and local 
governments as well as Uncle Sam. 
More than ever, we need to increase 
the'effi ciency of government and pub- 
lic confidence in it. The two go hand in 
hand. Competition in public-sector .. 
markets would increase efficiency, 
permitting higher levels of service fer- 
tile same outlay. And most important, 
-the ultimate constituent, the taxpay- 
v qr i willbe willingto pay more if the 
sys?tun produces more.

“Controlled choice" is an approach fa- 
vored by reformers and the courts 
alike to keep magnet schools inte- 
grated. Numerical targets orquotas 
can assure racial or academic balance. 


Indeed, the remedy handed down lost 
year in Kansas City (home of Brown 
vs. Board of Education, the landmark 
suit that in 1954 found segregated 
schools unconstitutional) is magnet 
schools. 1 

The court’s reasoning is supported 
by recent findings from affluent Mont- 
gomery Oounty, Md. There a three- 
year study of magnet schools reports 
higher test scores and increased ra- 
cial integration both in and out of 
school; in magnet schools, a child of ‘ 1 
one race is more likely to have a 
friend of another race. 

Perhaps most important, teachers 
in the Montgomery County magnet 
schools have the 6ame expectations . 
for alj children in their programs; 
they don’t expect kids of one race to be 
smarter than others. They expect, 
them to all do well. And they do.

BOISE — In 16 years in Washington, Re- 
publican Son. Steve Symms hus generated a 
lot of headlines with his penchant for shoot- 
froni-the-hip remarks.

He rode the campaign trail munch- 
ing apples and promising to “take a bite out of 
Washington." 

-He was a reporters delight. He’d come up 
with the most outrageous remarks, the ones . 
that make good headlines but that most politi- 
cians avoid for fear of offending someone. 

Many of Symms’ controversial remarks 
•ere related to his anti-communism, a sort of 


saster. 

"Too bad it didn’t happen closer to Moscow,’ 
was Symms' ofihnnd remark, although he 
later issued a “clarification.” 

He stirred the ire ofthe Michael Dukakis 
campaign staff this past week by telling a 
Blackfoot radio station he had heard rumors, 
admitting he had no substantiation for them, 
thnt Kitty Dukakis, wife of the presidential 
candidate, once had been photographed burn- 
ing an American (lag in an anti-wnr protest. 

On a radio talk show at Boise later in the 
week, callers took Symms to task for circulat- 


debnte, and thnt he'was speculating in silve. 
futures at the same time he was pushing legis- 
lation impacting the price of silver. 

What 5 good for the goose is good for the 
gander," was his reply. 

His offhand remarks haven’t been confined 
to the Russians. 

In 1985, after Bishop Desmond Tutu won 
the 1 984 Nobel peace prize, Symms repeated 
Jerry Fal well’s remark that Tutu was "a 
. phony" for attempting to speak for all black 
Africans - after Fat well publicly, withdrew 

and apologized for the remark. 

Symms also was quoted as saying the race 
segregation policy of apartheid has been effec- 
tively eliminated in South; Africa and that 


that the Russian way of life is inferior to the 
American, and if the Russian women had a' 
chance, they’d probably prefer our lifestyle to 
theirs. 

“I said to some of my constitu ents a f ler- 
ward, ‘Do you want me to lie to them?”' he 
said. He remarked later he really could have 
told the Soviets what he was thinking, that his 
goal was to “liberate" them from their commu- 
nist system. 

As far as he was concerned, Symms said, he 
was not speaking to the Soviet visitors but to 
the 150 Idahoans in the same room — constit- 
uents he believes support him for his strong 
views.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Three 
consumer groups said Sunday 
they have asked the Agriculture 
Department to slop subsidizing 
wheat sales' to foreign countries, 
including the Soviet Union and 
Chinn, to avoid vdepteting 
drought -damaged domestic sup- 
plies. ' 

In a letter lo Agriculture Secre- 
tary Richard E. Lyng, the three, 
groups said that continuing 
wheal export subsidies under the 
government's Export Enlmpce-- 
merit Program “may .further jeop- 
ardize the sqpply of this essen- 
tial food grain" sind push food 
prices even higher. 

The letter Was signed by repre- 
sentatives of thu Consumers 
Union. Community Nutrition in- 
stitute nnd the Consumer Feder- 
ation of America, ni l based here. 

Drought has reduced U.S. crop 
production sharply this year, in- 
cluding wheal, and lias eaten 
deeply into reserve stockpiles. 

Although grain prices have 
risen sharply as supplies are re* . 

. duced, - Agriculture Department 
ollicinls have said repeatedly, 
that there are ample slocks lo 
meet domestic . nnd foreign de- 
mands until new harvests are 
ready in 1989.. 

But the consumer groups said . 
that if wheat export subsidies 
continue at their recent pace, it 
could result in "a rise in food 
prices greater than -now expected 


in 1989" because or this year's 
drought. — 

' "At the very . least, USDA 
should suspend general use of 
the Export Enhancement Pro- 
gram for wheat and other food 
and feed commodities in the year 
ahead," the letter . said. "Next 
year is a period of great uncer- 
tainty." 

The consumer interests told 
Lyng they were concerned “about 
the reports that you are subsidiz- 
ing (lour exports." They cited an 
Aug. 17 subsidy of- between $98 
and $103 a ton for a 198, 000-ton 
shipment of Hour .to Egypt, a to- 
tal subsidy of about $20 million 

"It is hard to justify any sub- 
sidy on grain, but there is no eco- 
nomic justification for subsidiz- 
ing U.S. milling companies what- 
soever," they said. 

Under the Export Enhance- 
ment Program or EEP, private 
companies are given Tree surplus 
commodities owned by the gov- 
ernment to compensate them for 
selling designated- products — 
wheal and other items — to se- 
lected foreign countries at re- . 
duced prices. 

The idea behind the. program; 
which . was . authorized by 
Congress in the 1985 farm law, is 
lo sell commodities at prices that 
meet those of competitors no- 
tably the European Economic 
Community, which also uses sub- 
sidies to cut exporL prices.

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Swimmer Myers barred from Seoul for using drug

Three-event winner 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Angel My- 
ers of Georgia, who won three events 
at U.S. trials and may have had a 3hot 
at five Olympic medals, was disquali- 
fied from the Seoul Games next 
-month-for use of a banned drug, the- 
U.S. Swim Team said Sunday. The 
team refused to disclosethe drug. 

Richard Quick, Olympic coach, said 
Jill Sterkel and Janeile Jorgensen 
were both named to replace her. 

“We have the utmost sympathy and 
concern for Angel Myers during this 
very difficult time,” Ray B. Essick, ex- 
ecutive director of U.S. Swimming, 
said in a prepared statement. ' 

“It is a shame that this has hap- 
pened to our sport and to Olympic 


sports,” Quick said, “but it speaks 
well for the necessity and integrity of 
substance testing. Everyi -consider- 
ation was given to Angel, during this 
process.” / 

— In a -statement, U:S; Swimming,* 
governing body for the sport in Ameri- 
ca, said initial tests of Myers, who is 
from Americus, Ga., were confirmed 
by a second urinalysis “in accordance 
with strictly controlled procedures 
outlined lh the USOC-USS agreement 
on drug testing." 

But at Americus, Martha Fennes- 
sey, an assistant coach, with the.Blue 
Tide Swim Club, Myers’ local swim 
team, said the swimmer had not 
taken any banned substances. 


“We are going to do everything we 
can to prove that the drug they are 
calling a banned substance was. not, 
that it was something similar,” Fen- 
nessey said in a telephone interview. 

• “Wc are exploring our avenues of 
appeal," she said, adding that the 
family expected to make a' further 
statement Monday. 

Myers was en route to her Georgia 
home with her father shortly after the 
decision was announced, and she was 
not immediately available for com- 
ment. FennDssey declined to reveal 
the banned substance involved or the 
non-banned drug she believed Myers 
was taking. 

“It is a prescription drug that is not ‘ 


on the banned substances list," Fen- 
ncssey said. 

-Sterkel, of Austin, Texas, becomes 
the first U.S. woman swimmenon four 
Olympic teams.

HAILEY — County residents will go to 
the polls TAicsday to decide the fate of a 20- 
mile trail system connecting Bellevue with 
Kctchum and Sun Valley. 

The Blaine County Recreation District is 
asking voters to approve a $1.7 million bond 
to co ver m ost of the cost to complete the 
Wood River TVails, a continuous pathway 
connecting Bellevue, Ilailcy, Kctchum and 
Sun Valley. Ibtnl cost lo complete the pro- 
ject is $2,038,705, with the balance to come 
from fund raising, grants nnd private dona- 
tions. 

The trail system basically follows the old 
Union Pacific Railroad right-of-way from 
the Hulen Mendows- Bridge nqrth of 
Ketclium to the southern edge of Bellevue. 

The recreation district has an agreement 
with the Idaho Department of Transporta- 
tion, which owns the railroad right-<i,f-wny, 
for a 20-foot easement .through most 'or the 
project, Recreation District Director Mary 
Austin Crofts said. While there is no' time 
limit on the agreement, Austin Crofts said if 
the pathway need to lie moved in the future, 
the transportation department would pick 
up the Bill for rebuilding the pathway.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Op- 
ponents of "The Lnst Temptation 
of Christ” sny they will continue 
protesting the movie for its en- 
tire run here to mpke people un- 
- derstnnd the differences between 
the film and The Bible. 

“It’s not thnt we want to pro- 
hibit nr ban this movie," said 
Mike Stimpson, a protest orga- 
nizer who obtained a city permit 
to picket the controversial movie 
thnt began screenings Friday. 

"I'm just a concerned Christian 
who wants to make sure people 
understand the difference be- 
tween whnt the movie portrays 
about Christ and what the Bible 
says." 

Stimpson said be believes the 


number of demonstrations over 
lhe next few days will decrease, 
but he and others will continue 
to distribute literature to' movie- 
goers explaining their position — 
a position he said many people 
misinterpret. 

r^This is not a First Amend- 
ment issue," said protester Tim 
Oliver. Movie producers have a 
right to make any kind of movie 
they please and no one wants to 
deny thorn their rights, he snid. 
Protesters have the same right to 
oppose the movie. 

"No one seems to be applying 
the freedom of the press to our 
rights to sny what we want," 
Stimpson said. 

■ A city permit allows protesters 


to picket the movie between 6 
and 10 p.m. each evening until 
the end of AugosC Stimpson snid 
ho wfll apply for another permit 
at that time. 

Officials nl the Centre Theater, 
the only Utah theater showing 
the film, have hired off-duty Suit 
Lake police officers for security 
measures, but officers snid they 
anticipate few problems. 

The first showing of the movie 
in Salt Lake was canceled be- 
cause of vnndulism to. the thentcr 
screen and to n copy of the film. 
Another copy of the film” was ob- 
tained, the screen repaired and 
subsequent showings have pro- 
ceeded ns scheduled to large au- 


diences. 

Protesters nt the theater said 
they believe Friday's incident 
wus a publicity stunt by the 
movie makers to get more na- 
tional attention and to portray 
them as fanatic vandals. 

"This is the perfect place to try . 
and create a ruckus bccpusc of 
the (religious) reputation of Salt 
Lake City." snid Oliver. 

Cineplcx Odeon-.officials deny 
the vandalism was a publicity • 
stunt, and police Soy they are 
handling the incidcni as a regu- 
lar burglary. 

Stimpson acknowledges he has 
not seen the movie but has seen 
scripts and has talked with mnny_ 
who have viewed the film.

Altogether, more than 700,000 head injuries 
occur each year in the United States. - 
It is not surprising that hnif of those. it\jurics 
ore due to automobile accidents. But a full-4.cn 

- porcent are due to sports and recreation. In oth- 
er words, 70,000 herfds arc bumped, scrunched 
or otherwise injured each year'during bicycling, 
kayaking, football and other sports and recre- 
ational activities. 

In 1984, head injuries were most frequent and 
severe of all injuries in equestrian sports, Guer- 
ci-Lena notes. Head injuries are also common in 
soccer, boxing, baseball and pole vaulting. 

■ And from 1976-1983, more than 70 percent of 
the direct fatalities in football resulted from 
head injuries. 

"Even kids who wear helmets, in football for 
instance, can still be head injured," says Guerci- 
Lcna. And, she adds, conches and athletic train- 
ers need to become more aware of head injuries: 
whnt they arc jmd how to deal with' them. 

In recent years, several lawsuits have found 
helmet manufacturers liable for football-related 

- head injuries, according to Dick Schindler of the- * 
National Federation of State High School Associ- 
ations. As a result, fewer brands of helmets are 
now on the market, and the cost of helmets has 
risen to cover manufacturers' increased insur- 
ance costs. 

But Schindler is convinced helmets arc better 
than over, and says football rules have changed 
over the years to' lessen the risk of head injury. ' 
Football is big business — and big risk — rea- 
son enough to developing the rules and the 
equipment to make the sport as safe as possible. 

But for other sports and activities, the need 
for protective head gear has 'only recently been 
recognized, and acceptance of helmets is loss

Variety of training programs need not confuse exercisers

Thu variety of training programs now 
avail able nt gyms and health clubs often 
confuses exercisers, Thu terms "continu- 
ous training." "interval Training" and 
"circuit training" arc bandied about in 
fitness circles, and you may wonder 
which ijiolhod is best for you. 

Continuous training is that old stand- 
by workout lauded by joggers, cyclists 
■ and lap swimmers. Continuous training 
involves steady-paced . aerobic exorcise 
for at least 20 minutes. It's excellent for 
cardiovascular fitness and general con- 
ditioning. Athletes like long-distance 
runners and swimmers rely on continu- 


ous training to build endurance. 

When training for competition, muny 
athletes .add . interval training to in- 
crease their. spued and work tolerance. 

Interval training involves repeated ex- 
ercise bouts with relief intervals in be- 
tween. Intervals are based on time or 
distance, and the relief interval cun be 
either rest- relief or work- relief. - If you 
combine walking' and jogging, you're us- 
ing this principle. 

The -work-lo- relief ratio varies, de- 
pending on your training, goals. In 
anaerobic training for events such ns 
sprinting, the ratio is 1 to 3 or 1 to 2. A 
runner who sprinbra 1 0-second interval . 
would follow with a 30-second relief in- 


terval. 

For aerobic training, the ratio is 1 to 1 
or 1 to 1.5. A mile runner; for example, 
might train, for her event by sprinting a 
quarter-mile, then jogging nn equal 'dis- 
tance, then running another fast-paced 
stretch and repeating the sequence sev- 
eral times. She would gradually increase 
the distance she sprints, while decreas- 
ing the distance run at a slow pace, until 
she cun run four quarter- mile segments 
at her top speed. 

Interval, training duplicates the stop- 
nnd-slnrt nature of many sports. Foot- 
ball players typically train in such a pat- 
tern because it’s similar to their energy 
use during a game. They'll repeatedly 


sprint a hundred yards, then jog, then 
sprint aguinT 

Group interval training is turning up 
in fitness classes, but the term here is 
somewhat misleading. These classes al- 
ternate aerobic- oxerci.se with strength 
training! using weighted balls, dumb- 
bells or rubber bands. It's not true inter- 
val training,, because the intensity of the 
workload remuins fairly constant 
throughout the class, 

♦ Circuit training involves a -series of 
stations at which you perform selected 
exercises. Originally designed f6r physi- 
cal education classes, circuits can also be 
used to train athletes. 

In weight-lifting circuits, you progress' 


from one weight station to the next, per- 
forming about .10 to 15 repetitions nt 
each* one. The complete circuit includes 
10 or more stations. 

You can afso base this circuit on timed 
segments rather than on a set number of 
repetitions. Most- timed circuits involve 
using lighter weights to complete ns 
many repetitions as you cun in about 30 
seconds nt each station. You can repeat 
the citcuit two or three times, depending 
on your fitness level. 

These programs are most effective for 
strengthening; their value as aerobic ex- 
ercise is still controversial, even in medi- 
cal literature.

Both and her seven brothers 
and sisters were raised by her 
mother after her father aban- 
doned the family.

Children often do not outgrow 
the sibling rivalry that besets 
them in their youth, as Beth’s 
case illustrates. The painful, in- 
sidious patterns that sometimes 
develop between siblings can re- 
main a potent force in their rela- 
tionships throughout life.

Adults are particularly suscep- 
tible to continued rivalry when 
there has bebn marked parental 
favortism or when one sibling is 
convinced the other is superior, 
say these authors. 

Crilicnl events, such os the ill- 
ness or death of a parent, can 
bring siblings together or deepen 
an existing" rift. Siblings raised in 
an environment of empathy, not 
competitiveness or jealousy, will 
usually. get along in a crisis. 

Siblings immersed in rivalry 
and conflict, however, can devel- 
op nn even more conflicted rela- 


tionship, says Debra Gold, anoth- 
er researcher. Instead of uniting 
• in their concern for the parent, 
these children may quarrel bit- • 
tcrly over who provides the most 
care, financial or psychological 
support. 

Forturintcly, most adults repair 
their rivalries. in later years. Old- 
cb adults may take more time for 
each other ns family and career 
obligations are reduced. They - 
may also replace jealousy with 
respect and empathy for a sibling 
based on shnred experiences.
